AN ACT

Torepeal sections 324.147, 324.150 and 324.171, RSMo, and to enact in lieu thereof three new
sections relating to the licensure of clinical perfusionists.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the state of Missouri, as follows:

Section A. Sections 324.147, 324.150 and 324.171, RSMo, are repeal ed and three new
sections enacted in lieu thereof, to be known as sections 324.147, 324.150 and 324.171, to read
asfollows:

324.147. 1. A license asaprovisional licensed clinical perfusionist may be issued by
the board to a person who has successfully compl eted an approved perfusion education program
and upon the filing of an application, payment of an application fee and the submission of
evidence satisfactory to the board of the successful completion of the education requirementsas
provided in section 324.136.

2. Alicenseasaprovisional licensed clinical perfusionist may also beissued by the
boardtoaperson whohasheld acertificateasacertified clinical perfusionist issued by the
American Board of Cardiovascular Perfusion, or its successor, unless the person's
certificate haslapsed for reasonsother than disciplinary action by the American Board of
Cardiovascular Perfusion. Theboard shall adopt rulestoensurethat thepersonisactively
seeking to obtain a current certification by the American Board of Cardiovascular
Perfuson as a means of obtaining a license as a clinical perfusionist pursuant to
subdivision (2) of section 324.150.

3. A provisional licensed clinical perfusionist shall be under supervision and direction
of alicensed clinical perfusionist at al times during which the provisional licensed clinical

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perfusionist performs perfusion. The board may adopt rules governing such supervision and
direction which do not require the immediate physical presence of the supervising licensed
clinical perfusionist.

[3.] 4. A provisiona license shall bevalid for oneyear from thedateit isissued and may
be renewed, subject to rules adopted by the board, by the same procedures established for the
renewal of licenses pursuant to section 324.144, if the application for renewal is signed by a
supervising licensed clinical perfusionist.

[4. If the person] 5. If a provisional licensed clinical perfusionist who obtains a
provisional license pursuant to subsection 1 of this section fails any portion of the licensure
examination, such person shall surrender the person's provisional license to the board.

324.150. On receipt of an application and application fee, the board may waive the
examination and educational requirements for an applicant who at the time of application:

(1) Isappropriately licensed or certified by another state, territory or possession of the
United States, if the requirements of such state, territory or possession for the license or
certificate are substantially equivalent to the requirements of sections 324.125 to 324.183 as
determined by the board; or

(2) Holds acurrent certificate as a certified clinical perfusionist initially issued by the
American Board of Cardiovascular Perfusion, or its successor, prior to August 28, 1997.

324.171. [The board shall revoke or suspend a license, place on probation a person
whose license has been suspended or reprimand a license holder if there is proof of] 1. The
board may refuse to issue any certificate of registration or authority, permit, or license
required by sections 324.125 to 324.183 for one or any combination of causes listed in
subsection 2 of thissection. Theboard shall notify the applicant in writing of thereasons
for the refusal and shall advise the applicant of the applicant's right to file a complaint
with the administrative hearing commission as provided in chapter 621, RSMo.

2. The board may cause a complaint to be filed with the administrative hearing
commission as provided in chapter 621, RSMo, against any holder of any certificate of
registration or authority, permit, or licenserequired by sections 324.125t0 324.183 or any
person who hasfailed torenew or hassurrendered hisor her certificate of registration or
authority, permit, or licensefor any one or combination of the following causes:

(1) Any violation of sections 324.125 to 324.183;

(2) Any violation of arule or code of ethics adopted by the board; or

(3) Unprofessional conduct, which includes, but is not limited to, the following:

(&) Incompetence or gross negligence in carrying out usual perfusion functions;

(b) A conviction of practicing perfusion without alicense or aprovisional license;

(c) Theuse of advertising relating to perfusion in away that violates state law;
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(d) Procuring alicense or provisional license by fraud, misrepresentation or mistake,

(e) Making or giving any false statement or information in connection with the
application for alicense or provisional license;

(f) Conviction of afelony or of any offense substantially related to the qualifications,
functions and duties of a perfusionist, in which event the record of the conviction shall be
conclusive evidence of such offense; or

(g) Impersonating an applicant or acting as proxy for an applicant in any examination
required pursuant to sections 324.125 to 324.183 for the issuance of alicense.

3. After the filing of such complaint, the proceedings shall be conducted in
accordance with chapter 621, RSMo. Upon a finding by the administrative hearing
commission that thegroundsin subsection 2 of thissection for disciplinary action aremet,
the board may, singly or in combination:

(1) Reprimand or placethe person on probation on such termsand conditions as
the board deems appropriate for a period not to exceed ten years; or

(2) Suspend the person'slicense, certificate, or permit for a period not to exceed
threeyears; or

(3) Revokethe person'slicense, certificate, or permit.
